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Admission changes opens 
phys ed to disabled

Changes to the admission 
requirement at Memorial Universi- 
ty's department of physical educa- 
tion will make it easier for students 
with disabilities to enter the program. 

Earlier this month, the de- 
partment's faculty council decided to 
drop a standardized fitness test from 
its entrance requirements. The test 
required students to perform various 
exercises, the most gruell ing of which 
was a 12-minute run. 

But some in the department 
argued that the test discriminated 
against people with disabilities be- 
cause, depending on the nature of 
their disability, they may not be able 
to meet some of the test's minimum 
requirements. 

"The argument I made was 
more on a human rights issue," said 
Greg Wood, a professor who had 
argued for the change for the eight 
years he has been on faculty. 

"If you use a fitness test to 
remove or to screen out a certain 
group of potential candidates from 
your degree program, and the test 
you use is one which is essentially 80 
per cent genetic, you are screening 
out people who might otherwise be 
great teachers but who can't do a 
push-up because they've only got 
one arm," he said. "That would be 
criminal." 

Wood gave one example of 
a student who couldn't pass the fit- 
ness test because she was asthmatic 
and had to drop out of the program 



and transfer to another school that 
didn't have the fitness test as a re- 
quirement. 

That student has since 
earned her undergraduate degree in 
physical education from another uni- 
versity and is now enrolled in Memo- 
rial' s masters of physical education 
program which, ironically, has never 
required students to take a fitness 
test. 

But Wood admits that the 
decision was not popular with all 
students or faculty members within 
the department. He said that a lot of 
people felt the fitness test should re- 
main a part of the entrance require- 
ments because it was an incentive for 
students to stay in shape. 

The decision is, however, 
drawing praise from the school's stu- 
dent council Shelley Freake says this 
move opens some doors. 

"We may not have an influx 
of people with disabilities but at least 
the option is there for them," she said. 
"They won't just automatically be 
turned away as they have in the past." 

Philip Strong, president of 
Memorial's Organization for the 
Disabled, says the decision recog- 
nizes that people with disabilities can 
overcome them and this has reso- 
nance outside of the university. 

"It's a start but I think it 
needs to go further back than that," 
Strong said. "It needs to go back 
through the grade school system 
where [physical education] needs to 
be opened up more to students with 
disabilities." 

Strong said that enabling 
people with disabilities to teach physi- 
cal education will provide disabled 
students with role models and help 
them get involved. 



Harassment of faculty a problem, 

study finds

A substantial number of fac- 
ulty members at the University of 
Toronto are harassed by students, 
suggests a study sponsored by the 
university's faculty association. 

Harassment was defined in 
a survey as aggressive, intimidating 
behaviour considered either physi- 
cally or psychologically threatening 
and other non-intimidating disrup- 
tive behaviour that creates stress on 
the job, or prevents teaching staff 
from performing their duties effec- 
tively. 

Margaret Hawthorn, a mem- 
ber of the association and chair of U 
of T's Status of Women Committee 
says the survey suggests that approxi- 
mately 30 per cent of women faculty 
and 1 7 percent of men teaching at the 
university have been harassed or 
threatened by students over grades. 
It was also found that of the 
662 faculty members surveyed, 10 
per cent of women and seven per cent 
of men have been harassed over 
course content. And 28 per cent of 
women and 19 per cent of men said 
they have had lectures disrupted. 

The study also reports that 
among respondents, approximately 
32 per cent of women and 1 9 per cent 
of men experienced other forms of 
harassment. 

And it is noted that faculty 
face harassment from other faculty as 
well. Varying degrees of harassment 
were revealed by the study, says Haw- 
thorn. "[Incidents ranged from] rela- 
tively minor, all the way up to fright- 
ening incidents," she said. "There 
has been physical assault." 



Rhonda Love, vice presi- 
dent of grievances with the faculty 
association, says she was not taken 
aback by the substantial number of 
harassed faculty. 

"From my position, I'm not 
the least bit surprised. We always felt 
[faculty harassment] was there, but 
not being acknowledged," she said. 
"All the anecdotal evidence we have 
. . . has indicated this is an important 
issue for academic staff." 

Love says she is not sur- 
prised that women professors at U of 
T experience more problems with 
harassment than their male counter- 
parts, as this is common in society 
generally. 



"International data indicates 
that the academy is affected by all 
social phenomena, so we shouldn't 
be surprised," she said. "This con- 
firms what we know [from] other 
conducted surveys that women get it 
more than men," 

Paddy Stamp, U of T's 
sexual harassment officer, said she 
could not explain for certain why the 
study showed that women faculty 
were harassed more than men, but 
she had a few ideas. 

"Maybe students feel it is 
easier to persuade females and maybe 
men did not report harassment to the 
same extent in the survey that women 
did.". 



Critics say private MBA 

programs imperil public 

education

Private executive MB A pro- 
grams operating out of Canadian uni- 
versities threaten the future of public 
postsecondary institutions, education 
policy analysts say. 

Executive masters of busi- 
ness administration programs, cur- 
rently offered at 1 2 Canadian univer- 
sities, do not rely on direct govern- 
ment funding, charge students the 
full cost of the program, and are de- 




but through the tax system. 

"The choice to defund edu- 
cation is a political choice, not an 
economic one. There is a tremendous 
amount of wealth in this country. The 
funding crisis comes from federal 
and provincial governments unwill- 
ingness to harness it," he said. 

While Alcan Aluminum and 
Royal Bank are currently paying for 
nearly 10 of their employees to take 
McGill's international MBA pro- 
gram, the former owes the govern- 
ment almost a $1 billion US in de- 
ferred taxes and the latter paid no 
income tax on profits of $63 million 
in 1992. 

Instead of paying $60,000

The price of the programs for an executive to go through a pri- 
range from $23,500 for a one-year vate program, they should be paying 



science and technology MBA from 
Queen's University, to $52,000 for a 
national executive MBA at the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario, to $60,000 
US for McGill University's 12-week 
international MBA. 

Those who run these pro- 
grams say they have no other choice 
but to charge these high fees to guar- 
antee a certain profit margin.

"Governments are no longer quicken the rate at which they gov- 
ernment will defund education," said 
Lavigne. 

But advocates of these pri- 
vate programs say they cannot offer a 
high quality without this new fund- 
ing structure. 

"The question is how to 
maintain quality with the current cri- 
sis. Getting a Queen's MBA means 
certain things. If you can't guarantee 
that, then it changes the nature of the 
degree," said Tite. 

But Robertson says this ap- 
peal to quality masks the ideological 
disdain for services provided for by 
the public sector. 

"The notion that things pro- 
vided through the private [sector] are 
superior in quality than the public is 
one of the myths propagated by the 
people who want to disembowel pub- 
lic spending," she said. "All you have 
to do is sufficiently discredit what is 
public."

able to fund us. It becomes the insti 
tution ' s responsibility to find ways to 
make money to allow it to happen," 
said Joseph Macdonald, co-ordinator 
of Dalhousie University's financial 
services MBA. 

But critics say governments 
do, in fact, have access to large 
amounts of money to adequately fund 
post-secondary institutions. 

"There is, in fact, more 
money in this country than there's 
ever been. It's just in private hands. 
And it is the same corporations trying 
to 'rescue' our public institutions that 
caused the funding crisis by lobbying 
actively for the cuts," said 
Heather-Jane Robertson, an execu- 
tive on the board of the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alternatives. 

Brad Lavigne, national 
chairperson of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Students, says financial insti- 
tutions and corporations which sus- 
tain these programs by enrolling their 
employees in them should help fi- 
nance our post- secondary institutions. 
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Health Services not in the best of conditions

According to the Laurentian 
University Calendar of courses, the 
University Health Services has, as its 
objectives the promotion, restoration 
and maintenance of optimum health 
for students, faculty and staff. Are 
these goals atainable? If so, is the 
Health Services program, in its cur- 
rent form meeting the goals to the 
best of its ability? 

As seen in Lambda*s Novem- 
ber 7th issue, there are those in the 
Laurentian community who believe 
that they are not well served by Lau- 
rentian*s Health Services in its cur- 
rent form. A letter to the editor from 
a student who wished to remain 



anonymous related some serious al- 
legations about a particular visit to 
the clinic. The author of the letter 
finished by stating that he/she would 
no longer be using the on-campus 
facilities, opting instead for a less 
available off-campus medical clinic. 
If this person alone in their critique of 
the Health Services available at the 
University, or are these sentiments 
part of a larger dissatisfaction with 
this area of campus life? 

The University Health Serv- 
ices provides medical services to all 
of the Laurentian community. Until 
diis year, the staff consisted of Dr. 
Najgebauer who worked as the only 
full-time physician on staff, as well 
as two part-time doctors and a variety 
of nurses and support staff. The two 
part-time physicians were of great 
importance to students. These two 
doctors were the only female doctors 
on campus. As the University be- 
came faced with massive funding cuts 



at the beginning of this year, it amde 
personnel cuts in many areas. The 
two doctors who worked part-time in 
Health Services were among those 
who were terminated. The idea that 
female patrons of Health Services 
would not be able to get treatment 
from a female doctor made many 
students on campus angry. Soon 
after diis move was announced, a 
petition was circulated calling for 
Health Services to provide a female 
doctor on campus. In response to the 
concerns of many, Health Services 
announced that a female doctor would 
be hired. At the present time, it 
appears that this new doctor will only 
be available for approximately 8 hours 
a week. According to many students 
who were asked, such little availabil- 
ity will not suffice. 

Another concern of many stu- 
dents is the amount of time that they 
have to spend in the waiting room 
when hoping to see a doctor. It is 



SGA Board By-Elections: Conflict

Conflict over the election of 
the Vice-President of Cultural Af- 
fairs was the heated issue at the SGA 
Board of Directors meeting held on 
November 7th, 1996. 

The VP of Cultural Affairs, 
a position created by last year's Board, 
is responsible for the co-ordination 
of actions of the Cultural Affairs 
Committee. The essentials of the 
position are that 1) "the constituent 
cultures of the SGA/ AGE member- 
ship are accomodated, represented 
and reflected in the activities and 
projects of the SGA/ AGE; 2) to pro- 
mote "a university environment that 
is inclusive and supportive of all con- 
stituent cultures"; 3) to assist "clubs 
and associations in their efforts to 
promote their individual cultural iden- 
tities" and "to bridge differences 
through inclusion and understand- 
ing"; and 4) to liaise with the Native 
Students and International Students 
Commissioners "to identify and ad- 
dress issues directly affecting inter- 
national students". A complete de- 
scription of the responsibilities can 
be found at section 1 4.05 of the Con- 
stitution and Bv-Laws of the Stu- 
dents' General Association of Lau- 
rentian University . 

The election was accom- 
plished by a Board By-Election, un- 
der section 1 8 . 1 of the Constitution , 
according to President Mike Grube, 
to avoid the high costs of a General 
Election. He estimated such an elec- 
tion would 
cost $4,000. 
C h r i s t a 
Haines was 
thus elected 
by the Board 
but, in docu- 
ments ob- 
tained by 
Lambda, the 
N S A , 



LUACSA and INCONTRI have in- 
dicated that they refuse to recognize 
the position, though they insist this is 
not a reflection on the candidate- 
elect. 

While Board members were 
unanimous about the need for such a 
position, conflict arose over the stated 
requirements for the position and the 
electoral process. The only qualifi- 
cation for the position is that the 
candidate must be bilingual in the 
two official languages of Laurentian 
University. To this end, the Execu- 
tive of the Board decided that a test 
designed and administered by the 
Language Centre would be the best 
way of determining the candidates' 
ability. The language test was in two 
parts: an oral and a written compo- 
nent, based on the candidacy speeches 
given by the candidates diemselves. 
Information obtained by Lambda re- 
veals that the test was not a test of 
bilingualism,butatestoffrenchsk!']s 
in particular. 

The Executive of the Board 
of Directors agree that there are prob- 
lems with the position. The situation 
was aggravated by the need to fill the 
position by the end of November. 
According to the Constitution , the 
position must be filled by this date, or 
remain vacant until the General Elec- 
tion held in March. Solomon Colim, 
President of LUACSA, felt that the 
issues should be addressed immedi- 
ately rather than being put off for 
another year. The issues surrounding 
the electoral process was the admin- 
istering of the language test, and the 
availability of Nomination Forms 
from the SGA, The Chief Returning 
Officer, Lisa Culp, in her Report, 
indicated that the forms were not 



available at all times during the cam- 
paigning period, as required by the 
Constitution . 

The more serious issue is in 
the qualifications. This is the only 
position on the Executive with a bi- 
lingual requirement. The dissenting 
groups felt that this qualification was 
exclusionary to several cultural 
groups on campus and that experi- 
ence in cultural affairs would have 
been a more reasonable qualifica- 
tion. 

Debate surrounding the rati- 
fication of the position was lengthy, 
and deteriorated as the meeting went 
on. Several Board members were 
warned that they were "out of order", 
and a number of members and ob- 
servers expressed their anger by walk- 
ing out of the meeting after the vote. 
A simple majority is all that is re- 
quired for ratification, and was ob- 
tained. 

In an interview with 
Lambda, Solomon Cormi indicated 
that there may be further action. One 
possibility being considered is to en- 
courage LUACSA membership to 
join the AEF instead of the SGA. 
Mike Grube, while extending his 
empathy, stated that the Board must 
follow the Constitution , or risk los- 
ing its credibility. He hoped that the 
concerned groups would give Ms. 
Haines "a chance", and had talks 
with the NSA the morning after the 
Board meeting. Both Grube and Julie 
Renaud, President of the NSA, char- 
acterized the meeting as positive, but 
the NSA has not changed its position. 
For now, they, LUACSA and 
INCONTRI will not recognize the 
VP of Cultural Affairs. 



common for a student to wait as long 
as 45 mintues for treatment. The wail 
is not totally a result of a huge de- 
mand on the part of the Laurentian 
community. The length of time that 
one has to wait it complicated by the 
fact that Dr. Najgebauer runs a pri- 
vate practice out of the offices. It is 
not clear how much less of a wait 
would be involved with going to the 
Health Centre, if this was not 
occuring. It can only be surmised 
that a trip to the Centre would be 
somewhat quicker. 

As these problems become 
more and more pronounced, the Sta- 
tus of Women Committee has begun 
to look into the issue. This commit- 
tee includes representation from the 
SGA, the Women's Centre as well as 
many other groups. Gabrielle 
Lavigne, who is the Manager of the 
Placement Centre, is also the Chair of 



the Status of Women Committee. 
Lavigne says that there is no reason 
that the university could not have a 
top-notch medical service that meets 
all the needs of students and staff 
She also believes that changes will 
come about if studentsand staff ver- 
balize their concerns and their wishes 
as soon as possible. Heather Melcher, 
who is the VP External for the SGA 
is also a member of the committee. 
Melcher believes that Health Serv- 
ices should take a more preventative 
role in health care. Above all, Melcher 
believes that Health Services should 
grow to fit whatever needs students 
identify as important. 

The one this which is clear, is 
that Administration should begin to 
apply some of the changes that the 
Laurentian community has asked for 
on the future direction of Health Serv- 
ices, as soon as possible.

Alternatives, says it is the private 
sector's direct involvement in these 
programs which is the greatest threat 
to a quality education. 

"They want ready-made 
employees to fit into the corporate 
structure.

This editorial is more of an 
explanation of the reasons behind 
our Feature this week (pages 8- 
11). Last year, many of you might 
remember there was a petition cir- 
culating that was to be sent out as a 
decrying of the sexual abuse of 
children. After meeting with Dr. 
Martine De LaJudie, psychology 
professor and practicing therapist, 
we felt that a single article was not 
sufficient to bring this question, 
that of the sexual abuse of children, 
to the attention of the Laurentian 
community. Another reason for 
the feature was a "joke" written on 
one of the bathroom walls on cam- 
pus that describes sexual acts be- 
tween an adult man and a 2-year 
old girl. The individual who wrote 
the "joke" should consider seeking 
therapy. One would think that this 
person could very well be an of- 
fender, some one who is getting 
off, molesting young children. Mo- 
lesters don't wear signs announc- 
ing who they are and neither do the 



survivors. It is unconscionable that 
such a "joke" would be considered 
appropriate for an institution of higher 
learning. Thus the main reasons for 
the Feature. 

While the language and the 
descriptions that are contained in the 
feature might be disturbing, there is 
no way to sugar-coat this issue. After 
the arrest last week of a man, actually 
an 1 8-year old youth) for the posses- 
sion of 20,000 files of child pornog- 
raphy, we feel that, more than ever, 
this is a needed feature. We need to 
be made aware that this exists in our 
own backyards and it's not a "big 
city" problem. And it is more than a 
particular gender's problem. People 
often think of female children as be- 
ing the majority of the abused, but 
male children are also victims. 

Some disturbing statistics: 1 
in 2 females and 1 in 3 males (at some 
point in their lifetime) were victims 
of one or more unwanted sexual acts; 
1 in four assailants is a family mem- 
ber or a person in a position of trust; 
about half are friends or acquaint- 
ances and about 1 in 6 is a stranger; 
over 2 in five of all sexual homicides 
are committed against children aged 
1 5 and younger. The point of the 
feature is to disgust people, to make 



them angry so that this type of vile 
behaviour is stopped. 

As an addition to our Feature, 
we are also presenting a seminar to- 
morrow (on Friday, November 15) 
from 1pm to 4pm in Room C309. 
Paul, a survivor of abuse will be 
coming to the University to present 
his experiences as a victim as well as 
a survivor. The discussion, once 
again, will be graphic, but people 
who are planning to attend are asked 
to bring their questions with them. 
Dr. De LaJudie will be moderating 
the session. Admission is free and all 
are welcome. 

Hopefully, we will have 
succeeded in our game plan of 
educating people as to the hor- 
ror of the abuse of children. After all, 
they are our most precious posses- 
sion.

1 . Brief History 

JAPEC(The Japan Association for 
the Promotion of English for Chil- 
dren) was founded in 1978 by Mr. 
Shunji Terachi. The major purpose 
of JAPEC is to promote communica- 
tive English for children. Its head 
office is in Osaka with a branch 
office in Tokyo. Currently there are 
1 staff working for JAPEC and some 
prominent scholars are working as 
an advisory group. 
2. Activities

Another notable ac^tivity of 
JAPEC is the Jazz Chants Workshop 
among members, held monthly both 
in Osaka and Tokyo. 
3. Membership 

Most members of JAPEC are teach- 
ers of English conversation schools 
for children, who are working very 
hard to teach English, learn new meth- 
ods of teaching and motivate and 
guide their students.

Who has the right to marriage 
or benefits? Is this something the 
State should be involved in? Yes, I do 
believe that certain regulations should 
be in place. But I do not believe that 
the State has the right to tell same-sex 
couples they cannot be married or 
receive benefits. 

Earlier this year, the federal 
government took a step in the right 
direction. By including sexual orien- 
tation to the list of things a person 
cannot be discriminated against, Alan 
Rock had nothing but good inten- 
tions. But his bill didn't go far enough. 
Until same-sex marriages and ben- 
efits are the norm in Canada there 
will be no justice. 

Is there really an eroding of 



the family and its values? Many op- 
ponents of same-sex marriages be- 
lieve they go against the institution 
of marriage. In their opinion it is 
something between a man and a 
woman. People that could be associ- 
ated with the religious right are wav- 
ing the Bible and saying that mar- 
riage is for the purpose of procrea- 
tion. They couldn't be more wrong. 
The Bible is a living and evolving 
document. Yes, it is a set of rules and 
guidelines we should follow but in- 
terpretation is the key. 

Society cannot continue to 
deny the right to a couple to be mar- 
ried. It is not based on lust but on 
love. We must remember that many 
gays and lesbians are quite traditional 
and believe in things such as mar- 
riage. They want to build a life to- 
gether. There is nothing wrong with a 
same-sex couple deciding they want 
the same rights and opportunities as 
heterosexual couples. We cannot 



deny them that basic right. Some of 
them want to be married, have chil- 
dren and achieve some sort of finan- 
cial and emotional stability for their 
partner. This could be compared to 
the fight women have lead to guaran- 
tee their rights and freedoms as hu- 
man beings and as part of society.

We are a much more progres- 
sive society than others. Just when 
we taught Ontario was going to make 
some progress on the issue, the bill 
was defeated during it's second read- 
ing. The NDP government at the time 
tried to get the legislation through but 
the position of some of their own 
MPP's proves how sensitive of an 
issue it is. Statistics show that the 
majority do not support full benefits 
for homosexual couples. But as the 
old saying goes: It's the tyranny of 
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the majority. We cannot let things 
such as this stand in the way of equal- 
ity. 

One big part of the debate is 
the right for same-sex couples to adopt 
children. This is an important part of 
a ^'normal" marriage. How do we 
know if same-sex couples won ' t make 
good parents. Some fear the absence 
of either a father or mother figure.

"Where's Mary?" 

Protest Asks Why Mary Ross Has 

Not Been Allowed 

to Return to Work 



On Friday November 1st between 4:30 and 5:30 pm human 
rights supporters gathered outside the LOEB store on Brady st. to ask why 
Mary Ross hadn 't been allowed to return to work and ask the arbitrary delays 
in her return to work stop. Mary Ross is still an employee of LOEB on Brady 
and she has never been laid off or terminated. 

Mary Ross had been on stress-related disability leave following 
discrimination and harassment against her by Stephen Strom, the owner/ 
manager of LOEB Since September 20, 1996 Mary Ross has attempted to 
return to work. On Strom's request Ross has supplied six doctor's notes 
stating her fitness to return to work, yet he will not give her a start date. 

Strom has left Mary Ross in limbo, leaving her no recourse but to file 
a second complaint with the Ontario Human Rights Commission. The 
complaint was filed during the last week of October and links together the 
earlier discrimination Ross faced with the delays in her return to work. 

'*This arbitrary delay in allowing Mary Ross to return to work is a 
continuation of the discrimination that forced her onto disability in the first 
place," stated Lisa Jensen, a spokesperson for the Campaign Against 
Employment Discrimination. 

The Campaign Against Employment Discrimination calls on LOEB 
and its parent company Provigo, to ensure that Stephen Strom accepts Mary 
Ross back into the workplace and also adheres to the Provigo Code of Ethics, 
ensuring a harassment free workplace. Given that ownership of LOEB on 
Brady may change in December the Campaign Against Employment Dis- 
crimination reiterates that regardless of who is running LOEB the discrimi- 
nation Maiy Ross has faced must be addressed. 

The Coalition for Lesbian and Gay Rights in Ontario (CLGRO) is 
also urging LOEB Inc. to have Mary Ross reinstated in her position. 

"Given the past harassment and discrimination ms. Ross has experi- 
enced from this employer due to her sexual orientation, LOEB's latest 
attempt to obstruct her from doing her job, appears to be indicative of the 
poisonous environment they are capable of creating," says CLGRO spokes- 
person Nick Mul6. The Coalition supports Ms. Ross' decision to return to 
her job, rightfully taking the position she held prior to her disability leave. 
CLGRO is concerned that by requesting further documentation before 
reinstatement, LOEB may be extending its harassment of Ms. Ross. 

Recently, the Coalition for Lesbian and Gay Rights in Ontario named 
Mary Ross as the 1996 recipient of the John Damien Award, an award given 
to individuals and/or groups that engage in public struggle to end discrimi- 
nation cases on sexual orientation and fight for equality for lesbians, gays and 
bisexuals. Ms. Ross is slated to formally receive the award from CLGRO at 
the end of November. 
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Women Pay More For Education Than Men

Increasing tuition fees cost 
women more than men because 
women take longer to pay off their 
student loans, says a federal study. 

Even though women borrow 
similar amounts as their male coun- 
terparts, they still have a harder time 
paying back their loans since they 
graduate into lower paying jobs, says 
the Statistics Canada study. 

"There will be more hardship 
for women if tuition fees keep ris- 
ing," said Rose Beatty, Director of 
Education for the Canadian Federa- 
tion of University Women, a federal 
lobby group on education and human 
rights issues. ''It will be tougher for 
women to get a university education 
and it will require more persever- 
ance." 

Since women work in lower 
paying jobs, it takes them on average 
longer to pay off their loans - mean- 
ing greater interest charges and more 
debt. This places an unfair burden on 
them, says the study. The overall 




wage gap between the sexes in Canada 
remains substantial - women work- 
ing full-time in 1994 took home an 
average of just seventy cents for every 
dollar earned by a man, a decline of 
two cents from 1993. AndStatsCan's 
most recent figures also show that on 
average men make more than women 
in 513 of 524 occupations. Beatty 
says that the only way to address the 
problem, is to improve the lot of 
women in general. A difficult task, 
she says, given government cutbacks 
to social programs. 

She says the federal govern- 



ment and universities should create 
part-time employment for women on 
campus, initiate an effective grant 
system for needy students, provide 
financial resources for child support 
on campus, and to promote employ- 
ment equity in the work-force. 

Jennifer Story, a national ex- 
ecutive member of the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students, says the current 
enrollment rate for women at univer- 
sities will decrease if tuition costs 
continue to sky-rocket. Over the past 
ten years, tuition fees in Canada have 
more than doubled. 



"At some point we're going to 
see the stats changing. Barriers such 
as tuition costs and debt are going to 
effect the decisions women make in 
determining what type of education 
they will obtain, and if they choose to 
go at all." 

Story says that the problem 
may get worse as the federal govern- 
ment privatizes the Canadian Stu- 
dent Loans Program. Last year the 
federal government signed a five- 
year contract with private banks, giv- 
ing them responsibility over the ad- 
ministration of the loans program. 



Although the federal govern- 
ment still determines eligibility of 
loans, the banks can renegotiate their 
contracts, and may start playing a 
role in determining who gets loans. 
As such, women in general 
may be more likely to be deemed as 
bad-credit risks since they have a 
less likelihood of getting high-pay- 
ing jobs, says Story. 

But Carlton University pro- 
fessor Ross Finnie, who authored 
the study over the summer, says that 
a hybrid system is needed between 
the government and banks because 
''the government doesn*t exist to be 
in the loans business." 

Finnie says that as long as the 
banks are constrained, and the gov- 
ernment maintains control over key 
areas of the loans, the system will be 
more efficient. 

Nevertheless, the effects of 
changes to the loans program and 
increases in tuition costs, will be "far 
reaching, affecting the cost of 
postsecondary education, who will 
attend, who will borrow, how much 
will be borrowed, and the manner in 
which loans will be paid back," he 
states in the study.

minutes per session. This is ad- 
equate time to search the CDs and 
it allows everyone a chance to use 
them. 

Answer. As a result of your sugges- 
tion the library has posted notices on 
each CD work station limiting search 
item to 30 minutes. Hopefully this 
will alleviate the problem. If more 
drastic steps are required, they will 
be taken. 

The Amiable Librarian agrees 
with you, incidentally, that 20 min- 
utes max is required for a search. The 
Amiable suspects thatmany users are 
spending more than that in part be- 
cause they may be experiencing prob- 
lems formu- 
lating their 
searches and 
in part be- 
cause they are 
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electing to print off the results rather 
than downloading them. 
Question: I was frustrated this 
week trying to work on the second 
and third floors of the library be- 
cause of the noise. I would like to 
send out a plea to my fellow stu- 
dents that the library is not to be 
confused with the cafeteria or the 
pub. It is not a place for socializing 
or for gossiping. Large groups can 
book a study room so as not to 
disturb others. 

Answer: What is it about the library 
that provokes such excitement when 
people come through the doors? It 
seems that every year, the Amiable 
Librarian is asked a question that 
revolves around noise. Library in- 
siders know that the quietest places 
in the building include the west side 
of the third floor where there are 



individual carrels, the periodical read- 
ing area on the second floor, a popu- 
lar place for sleepers, and finally, the 
Archives on the first floor. 

Some noise in the faculty is 
inevitable, especially around the serv- 
ice desks and the photocopiers, but 
we all need to be reminded to keep it 
down in other parts of the building./ 
Question: It is great to see that the 
Library offers a seating area with 
comfortable chairs in the periodi- 
cal sections so that people can sit in 
comfort to read over notes, books, 
test notes and the like. However, I 
really resent going there only to

Answer: The Amiable Librarian ap- 



preciates your problem. The periodi- 
cal reading section on the second 
floor has proved to be the most popu- 
lar place in the building not only for 
the purposes you have mentioned but 
also for napping and snoozing. Some 
people use it to read current periodi- 
cals. 

The Amiable has no objection 
to folks who use two chairs, so long 
as they do not wear their outside 
footwear on the second (a particu- 
larly important consideration as win- 
ter approaches), and so long as stu- 
dents such as yourself are not incon- 
venienced. If you do find that you 
can't get a chair in the area, and you 
are uncomfortable asking someone 
to give up one of the two he or she is 
using, please see the Amiable Librar- 
ian who will amiably ask someone to 
release a chair for you.

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Cult Awareness

They're extremely friendly. 
They* re persistent. And they're dan- 
gerous. Described as "destructive 
organizations" by Debbie Ham, Co- 
ordinator for the Office of Student 
Affairs, cults are not a new problem, 
nor is York's campus immune to 
them. 

Yet we think of ourselves as 
invincible. We assure ourselves, "It 
could never happen to me," or "I 
know too much to become involved." 
And yet, the problem remains. Asked 
what kind of people are most vulner- 
able to succumbing to cults, Ham 
replies: "Anyone's vulnerable. Eve- 
ryone's vulnerable at certain times in 
their life. People who might have 
gone through some type of personal 
trauma, a student who's come to To- 



ronto [or any big city] who doesn't 
know anyone and is looking for in- 
stant friendship. Anyone's vulner- 
able at any age. We all have a certain 
time in our life when we're at a very 
low level, we're down, we're de- 
pressed." So how does one protect 
oneself? "The best way to combat 
this problem is through education," 
says Ham. 

According to Debbie Ham, 
the term cult or "destructive organi- 
zation" describes those groups or or- 
ganizations which attempt to recruit 
through proselytizing, utilizing the 
techniques of mind control, and keep 
their true nature hidden. "My experi- 
ence with the organizations that I've 
dealt with is that they're trying to 
instill their beliefs in someone else. 
And I think a person should be able to 
make their own choices." 

Ham also concedes that cults 
are not necessarily religious. "There ' s 
all kinds of cults," says Ham. "There's 
political, financial, religious of 
course, there's different types of so- 
cial cults that usually lead into an-

other type..." However, Ham also 
explains that "Although there's dif- 
ferent types of cults, they all have the 
same goals." "Unfortunately," Ham 
explains, "recruits believe that what 
they are doing is right, because that's 
what they've been taught." 

The danger of becoming in- 
volved with cults is that the new 
recruit gives their entire self to the 
organization. They will do anything 
for the organization. They may 
change their eating habits, their sleep- 
ing habits, the manner in which they 
dress, who they see and what they do. 
Initially, recruiters focus on the re- 
cruit in such a way that they make the 
person feel special and important. 
However, once the individual has 
been recruited, the focus changes. 
The individual is expected to put the 
goals of the organization ahead of 
personal goals and/or concerns, and 
often use fear to ensure the recruit 
conforms to the group. Furthermore, 
the organization is guarded and re- 
mains vague about their nature until 
the recruit becomes dependent on the 
group. 

The characteristics of cults and 
mind control are listed as follows: 

1 ) A leader who believes or claims to 
have a special knowledge or power; 

2) The leader demands absolute obe- 
dience, and are the sole judge; 

3) Members are conditioned to re- 
semble the leader; 

4) The use of one's time to the exclu- 
sion of all else (i.e. fundraising, re- 
cruiting, worshipping); 

5) The goals of the organization are 
deemed more important than personal 
goals and concerns; 

6) The use of techniques designed to 
effect dependence and ego-destruc- 
tion; and 

7) the organization is dishonest about 
their beliefs, goals and nature. 

Some of the techniques of 
mind control and coercion utilized by 
cult are: 

1 ) Love Bombing - frequent touch- 
ing, hugging, and phone calls con- 
trived to instill a sense of belonging; 

2) Fear - group loyalty maintained 
through warnings of serious reper- 
cussions for failure to conform; 



3) Guilt or Reciprocity - guilt is rein- 
forced in order to ensure loyalty and 
to suppress doubt; 

4) Isolation - recruit is physically 
separated from their social setting; 

5) Peer Pressure - suppression of re- 
cruit's resistance through the exploi- 
tation of their need to belong; and 

6) Fatigue - the organization with- 
holds adequate sleep, rest and nutri- 
tion in order to disorient the recruit. 

According to Ham one way in 
which these organizations recruit new 
members is by inviting prospective 
recruits to a social event, "but they 
don't tell you what the social really 
is. Or they make you think that they're 
interested in you. In fact, they talk to 
you in such a way that they make you 
believe that you're making your own 
choices, but in fact, they're molding 
the choices for you." She continues: 
*' Another thing about these groups is 
that they're very good at providing 
you with their first name, but never 
their phone number. And they al- 
ways try to get your name and phone 
number so that they can constantly 
bother you. If you were to ask them 
if they were a recognized group, they 
would probably (lie) and say 'Yes, 
we're in the process of being recog- 
nized,' so it's deceitful. So you have 
to stop questioning, and once you're 
in the organization, they refrain you 
from questioning." 

Asked what one can do if 
they're approached or harassed by a 
cult, and who they should contact, 
Debbie Ham replied: "They should 
ask lots of questions, and ask the 
recruiter what the name of the or- 
ganization is, and who they're affili- 
ated with. If they're a religious or- 
ganization, they're usually affiliated 
with the bigger church outside. For 
instance, if its an Anglican, Catholic, 
a Mosque, or even the Church of 
Wiccans. All the bigger Churches 
recognize the smaller communities." 
Ham also recommends finding out 
whether the organization is registered, 
asking the organization questions, and 
not providing your phone number, 
and using caution when asked to at- 
tend a meeting, social, or meal. Ham 
says if the organization "is on this 



campus, they (the individual) can ask 
if they're recognized through the 
Undergraduate Student government 
or the Student Affairs Office. We 
have lists here (Office of Student 
Affairs) of all the religious organiza- 
tions. All the recognized groups, 
including the religious organizations 
are listed through our office, through 
the Interfaith Council." 

Both the Interfaith Council 
and York's Presidential Regulations 
speak to the issues of harassment and 
coercion. For a religious organiza- 
tion to be recognized, they must go 
through the Interfaith Council, which 
has a strict Constitution concerning 
the invasion of one's personal space 
(i.e. coercion) and harassment. Our 
Presidential Regulation two and three 
in York's Code of Conduct states 
that: "students may think, speak, 
write, create, study, learn, pursue 
social, cultural and other interests 
and associate together for all of these 
purposes subject to the requirements 
that they respect the rights of mem- 
bers of the University and general 
community". Ham says, "York Uni- 
versity in general is very inclusive to 
organizations. We never question 
one's belief, but we do question be- 
haviour, and that's something that's 
important. So, although we have 
Presidential regulations two and three, 
the IFC (Interfaith Council) Consti- 
tution, we do have a right to question 
behaviour and that's what these regu- 
lations speak to - behaviour, not be- 
liefs. So we're not questioning the 
behaviour at hand. And these organi- 
zations, the behaviour is intrusive 
and abusive. And that is the way we 
treat all of the groups. 

Anyone interested in more 
information in regards to cults, and 
cult awareness can find it at the Of- 
fice of Student Affairs. A hotline has 
recently been instituted through Uni- 
versities and Colleges across Canada 
called the Cult Information Network. 
The hot line is a resource for those 
individuals interested in information 
or having their questions answered.

Jennifer paused at the door 
of the shed and turned to her two 
friends. ^'Ssshhh," she commanded. 
"We don't want anyone to hear us. 
This is a secret." 

The shed door creaked open 
on its rusty hinges and Jennifer 
stepped inside. Manuel and Terry 
followed, pulling the door shut be- 
hind them. Soft sunbeams came 
through the dusty window. 

Jennifer's parents kept lots 
of things in the shed. There were 
gardening tools, old car tires and 
wooden boxes. Manuel climbed onto 
a box and peered at the things on the 
shelves, 'i don't believe you, '' He 
sniffed. "There's no flying horse in 
here." Terry turned to Jennifer and 
said, "Let's see it." 

Without a word, Jennifer 
picked up a flower pot hidden under 
a sack and tipped something out. It 
was wrapped in blue cloth. 

Manuel and Terry leaned 




forward for a closer look. Jennifer 
removed the cloth and held the object 
up to the sunbeams. There was a 
grasp from the others as the light 
touched the silver horse's magnifi- 
cent wings 

"There ! " Je nnifer said proudly . **Isn ' t 
it beautiful?" "Wow," said Manuel. 
Terry said nothing. 
"But you'd better tell nobody," 
Jennifer said sternly. "You prom- 
ised, remember.

Manuel said that it was neat- 
est thing he had ever seen, neater than 
the old coins he once buried in a 
cookie jar in the pumpkin patch. 



SeK without consent 
is aiiuays a crime 



It is a crime to kiss, fondle, 
or have any sexual contact, including 
sexual intercourse, with anyone of 
any age against his or her will. This 
is sexual assault and it is a crime. 

The criminal code also in- 
cludes other crimes of sexual abuse 
and exploitation of children and 
young people under age 18. They 
have conducted several different cat- 
egories that tit the definition of sexual 
abuse under the criminal code. 
-Sexual interference is a crime for 
anyone to touch a young person un- 
der the age of 1 4 for sexual purposes. 
-Invitation to sexual touching is a 
crime to encourage a child under 1 4 
to touch his or her own body parts or 
someone else's body for sexual pur- 
poses. 

-Sexual exploitation is a crime when 
children have special relationships 



with some people like parents, teach- 
ers, coaches, and babysitters. Chil- 
dren are taught to trust them and 
respect their authority. Often, chil- 
dren are dependent on these people 
for support and shelter. It is a crime 
for a person in a position of trust or 
authority over a young person 14 
years of age but under 1 8, or a person 
upon whom a child in this age group 
is dependent, to encourage in sexual 
activity with the young person. 
"Sexual Activity" includes touching 
a young person for a sexual purpose 
and inviting a young person to touch 
his or herown body or someone else's 
body for a sexual purpose. Within 
this category is also indecent expo- 
sure, bestiality, and incest. 

The above crimes are ex- 
tremely serious. Children need to be 
educated to fully understand that it is 



alright to report these incidents to the 
authorities or other adults. Anyone 
found guilty of the above crimes will 
face serious charges. Depending on 
the specific crime, the punishment of 
a person found guilty of a sexual 
offence of a child abusive crime can 
range from a discharge, suspended 
sentence, probation or fine, to the 
extreme maximum sentence of life in 
prison. 

Buying sex from someone 
under the age of 1 8 is also another 
serious crime with serious conse- 
quences. Anyone who tries to buy or 
buys, with money or other benefits, 
the sexual service of someone under 
the age of 1 8, is committing a serious 
crime and can be punished up to five 
years in prison. 



Jennifer looked over at 
Terry, seated on the tires. Terry 
looked sad and was scuffing the dust 
floor with one foot. **What's wrong? 
Don't you I ike my secret?" She asked. 
Terry said without looking up, "I 
have a secret, too. 

You're not the only one you know."

That is, if you really do have 
a secret."

"Big per- 
son did things to me. Hugged me and 
stuff."

"Here, you can hold the horse." 

The horse was shiny and 
Terry imagined the great distances it 
must have travelled and the exciting 
places it must have seen, riding 
proudly up there on the front of the 
car. 

After a while, Jennifer gen- 
tly wrapped the horse in the blue 
cloth and put it back in its hiding 
place in the flower pot. Manuel rubbed 
some of the dust off the windowpane 
to let more sunbeam in. 

The three left the shed, clos- 
ing the door behind them, and walk- 
ing towards home. "Don't forget to 
tell agrownup," said Jennifer to Teny. 
" A grownup will know what to do. 
What Big person did to you was 
wrong. It was not your fault." 

That very day, Terry told a 
grownup what big person had done. 
Terry knew that the grownup would 
do something to help. But Terry said 
nothing about the secret of the silver 
horse. 

It was a wonderful secret, a 
secret that Terry wanted to keep.

The Children's Aid Society 
in the Sudbury and Manitoulin area, 
created a booklet with specific infor- 
mation regarding steps that are fol- 
lowed once the authorities are con- 
tacted. The police then go through a 
lengthy process in convicting the in- 
dividual of the sexually abusive crime. 

The invesdgation 

Once the call has been made, 
an initial investigation either by the 
police or the child protection agency. 
In some parts of Canada, special units 
of social workers and police officers 
work together on the sexual abusive 
cases. 

These professionals will talk 
to the child, family members, the 
person who reported the incident and 
the alleged offender may also be in- 
terviewed. 

The police and the child pro- 
tection workers are trained to collect 
evidence and determine what hap- 
pened. They are responding to a 
serious complaint, and must ensure 
that information is gathered carefully. 
The police look for facts that prove 
that a crime occurred and that can be 
used as evidence in court. If there is 
sufficient evidence, and the alleged 



offender can by located, criminal 
charges can be laid. 

Whether or not charges are 
laid, a social service agency can pro- 
vide protection to the child as well as 
counselling services and financial 
support to the child and the family. 

If charges are laid, the ac- 
cused has two options. If the accused 
pleads guilty, the court will review 
the case and decide on the sentence. 
If the accused pleads not guilty, there 
will be a trial. It is possible that the 
person who reported the sexual abuse 
incident will be required to testify at 
the trial. 

In some serious cases, a pre- 
liminary inquiry will be held before 
the trial. At this hearing, the judge 
will examine the case and decide if 
there is enough evidence to proceed 
with the trial. The child and other 
witnesses may have to testify at this 
hearing. 

Children can be used as wit- 
nesses in the court. Before telling the 
court what happened, they will be 
asked to swear to tell the truth in the 
same way that adult witnesses do. I 
the child is under 14, the judge will 
ask questions to find out if the child 
understands what swearing to tell the 
truth means. If the child does not 
understand this concept but can talk 
about what happens, he or she can be 
a witness on promising to tell the 
truth. However, a child who cannot 
talk about what happened and who 
does not understand what telling the 
truth means can not be a witness at 



the trial. 

At the trial 

Keeping names out of the 
news if the accused is charged with 
a sexual offence, the victim, if any 
witness under the age of 1 8 or the 
crown prosecutor can ask for a court 
order prohibiting the publication or 
broadcasting of any information that 
could disclose the identity of the 
child, victim or witness. 

Video tape evidence dur- 
ing the trial, evidence of the alleged 
crime will presented to the judge, or 
in some cases, the judge and jury. 
Part of the evidence could be a 
videotape of the interview with the 
child victim make by the police or 
child protection agency during their 
investigation. 

Video taping a child's evi- 
dence early in the investigation can 
mean that the child will not have to 
tell people what happened over and 
over again during the investigation. 
However, the child will have to tes- 
tify at the trial to confirm the con- 
tents of the videotape. 

The decision 

The judge will then decide 
how much weight should be given 
to all the evidence presented at the 
trial. Ifthere is a jury, the judge will 
assist the jury in determining the 
weight to be given to the evidence 
and will explain to the jurors the 
aspects of the law that apply.

In today's society, education 
on sexual child abuse seems to be a 
growing positively. But in many 
cases, children that do the correct 
actions in telling adults of their hor- 
rifying experiences, receive no help 
from family members. It is vital that 
we continue to educate children to 
tell grownups of their experiences of 
sexual abuse. Here are some horri- 
ble examples of what not to do when 
a child approaches an adult with a 
problem. Instead ofhelping the child 
cope with the problem they just made 
it worse. Instead of loving and sup- 
porting the children show anger to- 
wards them. These are some exam- 
ples that were given by the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society, which are some- 
what graphic, but this is a graphic 
subject in itself. They are not here to 
scare anyone, they are here to make 
people aware of what really does 
happen in the world with regards to 
the sexual abuse of children. 

Ronnie, a six year old boy was 
lured into a vacant building by two 
adolescent boys and forced into sexual 
activity. Ronnie was forced to fellate 
one of his abusers while the other boy 
performed forced rectal penetration 




upon him. After repeated slapping 
and many threats, the older boys let 
Ronnie go. The child's physical inju- 
ries quickly drew attention towards 
sexual abuse and both of the abusers 
were arrested. Although initially 
grateful for assistance from child pro- 
tective services in the first 48 hours, 
Ronnie's parents withdrew and be- 
came hostile after medical attention 
had been rendered and despositions 
to the police were finished. Ronnie 
had a severe reaction to the incident; 



he had nightmares every night, de- 
veloped a school phobia, and re- 
fused to go outside the house unless 
accompanied by his mother. Nev- 
ertheless, his parents refused to per- 
mit access to the child for individual 
and art therapy. When his obvi- 
ously negative reaction to the inci- 
dent of sexual abuse was pointed 
out to his parents they replied '* It's 
nothing to worry about He'll forget 
about it soon."

Shirley, age 15, was being ex- 
amined for child sexual abuse. Her 
mother had reported her father to die 
police 48 hours earlier for sexual 
abuse of a sister, Angela, age 13 
years. Shirley was swollen and hos- 
tile when interviewed. She admitted 
that she had been fondled by her 
father and had vaginal intercourse 
with him beginning when she was 1 1 
years old. When Shirley was 13 
years old, she volunteered to trade 
rooms with Angela, thereby placing 
Angela in abed room by herself while 
Shriley assumed Angela's bed in the 
same room as her younger sister. 
Shirley then admitted that she 
switched her bedroom after telling 
her mother about the father's sexual 
advances and receiving hostile re- 
sponses from her mother. At the 
time of the examination, Shirley ex- 
pressed only anger about the events 
following disclosure. She had been 
forced, along with her mother, and 
sisters to move into an emergency 
shelter and was missing school and 
the junior prom because of her fa- 
ther's arrest, had been reported in the 
local newspaper and she was ashamed 
to face her friends. Shirley said of her 
sister Angela, "why did she have to 
go and say something? If she had 
kept her mouth shut a little longer, 
there was always Susie." 

Grace, age 13 years, told her 
mother that her grandfather had mas- 
turbated and fondled her on numer- 
ous occasions when she had stayed 
with him on summer vacations. On 
their last encounter; he had attempted 
vaginal intercourse but failed. The 
mother initially reacted with concern 
for her daughter and with anger to- 
wards her father. After the mother 



realized however, that addressing the 
impact on Grace would inevitably 
lead to examination of her own role 
in setting up the sexual abuse, she 
quickly lost interest in therapy for her 
daughter. The girl missed several 
sessions because her modier failed to 
provide transportation at the last 
minute. After the child declined to 
read several letters sent by the grand- 
father which explained the allegation 
of sexual abuse by describing Grace 
as "Insane", her mother then permit- 
ted a telephone confrontation to take 
place between the girl and her grand- 
father. When Grace asked her mother 
if she still believed that the sexual 
abuse had occurred, the mother re- 
plied Uiat she refused to take sides. 
Finally Grace told her therapist that 
she "didn't need" any more therapy 
and declined to return. 

Jolene, age 16 years, made a 
complaint to the police in which she 
stated that her father had fondled her 
breasts and genitals. At the hearing 
for probable cause, she refused to 
speak, remaining silent in response 
to all questions. Charges against her 
fatherhad been dropped. Jolene later 
revealed that her mother, brother, 
and sisters all told her that they would 
refuse to live in die same house as her 
if she persisted in her complaint. 

1 1 year old Tricia told inves- 
tigators that she had been impreg- 
nated by her stepfather. When the 
case came to U-ial, the girl perjured 
herself on the witness stand by telling 
the judge that she had lied and that 
she really had been impregnated by 
her 15 year old stepbrother. Later 
she revealed to her peers in a support 
group that she had perjured herself 
because of repeated physical assaults 
by her stepfather during the period of 
time prior to the trial. 



Impact on the child

Sexual abuse of children not 
only has a great impact on them as 
children but it also carries on in to 
their adulthood. Most of the children 
that the Children's Aid Society have 
encountered seemed to have poor self 
image and esteem. An attractive male 
or female would describe themselves 
as being extremely ugly and express 
great doubt that they appear attrac- 
tive or appealing to odiers. Many of 
the children also possess very poor 
social skills particularly towards 
adults. Victims tend to be isolated 
socially with poor peer relationships 
as well as unsatisfying social rela- 
tionships. Many were hostile and 
depressed, and some were even sui- 
cidal. They commonly expressed 
reluctance or inability to trust any 
other human beings. 

The Children's Aid Society 
claims that data on long term impact 
of child sexual abuse are sadly lack- 
ing. Some individuals disclose the 
secret years later after reaching adult- 
hood. There have been no cases 
where sexual abuse experience in 
childhood had a positive or even neu- 
tral effect upon their lives. On the 
contrary, many such individuals de- 
scribe difficulty attaining a satisfac- 




tory level of emotional self suffi- 
ciency or independence as adults. 
Nearly all have a poor self image and 
lack confidence due to dieir child- 
hood victimization. In many cases, 
the victims are plagued by multiple 
phobic or psychosomatic problems 
often resulting in serious dysfunction 
and disability. Few incest victims 
have a satisfactory family relation- 
ship. Most incest victims report seri- 
ous difficulty in establishing satis- 
factory interpersonal relationships 
with others. Sexual dysfunction is 
common among victims. 



It is evident to see that once 
a child is sexually abused they live 
widi that horrifying experience for 
the rest of their lives. Child sexual 
abuse is a serious crime that needs to 
have zero tolerance on those who 
commit die act. These sick and 
twisted individuals deserve a more 
severe punishment for their actions. 
When people commit the horrible act 
of sexual abuse on a child, they not 
only take away their innocence and 
childhood, they also set a path for the 
child to have a dysfunctional adult- 
hood. 



Mechanics of SeKual abuse 



Child sexual abuse is a sexual 
act imposed on a child who lacks 
emotional, maturational and cogni- 
tive development. The ability to lure 
a child into a sexual relationship is 
based upon die all powerful and 
dominant position of the adultorolder 
adolescent perpetrator, which is in 
sharp contrast to the child's age, de- 
pendency and subordinate position. 
Authority and power enable die per- 
petrator, implicitly or direcUy, to co- 
erce the child into sexual compli- 
ance. Sexual activity between an 
adult and a child may range from 
exhibitionism to intercourse, often 
progresses through the following 
spectrum of behavior: 

Nudity; The adult parades nude 
around die house in front of or some 
of the family members. 

Stepfadier paraded around die 
house nude in front of his 1 6 year old 
stepdaughter despite protests from 
her mother that his behavior was pro- 
vocative and seductive. He claimed 
diat the mother had a "dirty mind". 
But later on, the daughter revealed 
that she had a 3 year sexual relation- 
ship with her stepfather. 

Disrobing: The adult disrobes in 
front of the child. This generally 
occurs when die child and die adult 
are alone. 

Twice a week, while viewing 
television, father allowed his bath- 
robe to slip open, which exposed his 
naked body to his preadolescent 
daughter while her mother was at- 
tending a regularly scheduled meet- 
ing our of the home. 

Genital Exposure; The adult exposes 



his or her genitals to the child. Here 
the perpetrator directs the child's 
attention to die genitals. 

Father came into his 1 1 year 
old daughter's bedroom where he 
opened the front of his pants. He 
exposed his penis to her and requested 
diat she "Rub it." 

Observation of the child: The adult 
constandy watches die child undress, 
bathe, excrete and urinate. 

Several times a week over a 
ten year period, die parents of an 
adolescent son and daughter gave 
their children enemas and then 
watched them excrete for sexual 
pleasure. 

Kissing: The adult kisses the child in 
a lingering and imitate way. This 
type of kissing should be reserved for 
adults. Even very young children 
sense die inappropriateness of this 
behavior and may experience dis- 
comfort about it. 

Masturbation: The adult masturbates 
while the daughter watches then the 
adult gets die child to repeat the ac- 
tion. A 16 year old giri discussed her 
9 year history of sexual abuse. Sev- 
eral times a week she masturbated 
her stepfadier to ejaculation. 



Fellatio: The adult has the child 
fellate him or die adult will fellate die 
child. This type of oral genital con- 
tact requires the child to take a male 
perpetrator's penis into his or her 
mouth. 

Nine year old Jimmy told his 
mother, "uncle Mark made me suck 
on his thing and dien he suck on 
mine." 

Penile penetration of the Anus or 
Rectal Opening: This involves pen- 
etration of the child's anus by male 
adults penis. 

Steve 14 years of age was 
sexually abused by his fadier on nu- 
merous occasions. This included die 
father penetrating Steve 's rectum widi 
his penis. 

The typical scenario is a pro- 
gression from less intimate types of 
sexual activity to actual body contact 
and dien to some form of penetration. 
Oral penetration may be expected to 
occur early in this progression which 
is often followed by digital penetra- 
tion of die anus or vagina. Ejacula- 
tion by a male perpetrator, some- 
times against the child's body, can 
occur at any time in this progression.

Engagement Phase 

Access and Opportunity. 

Child sexual abuse is not a 
capricious, unplanned, unpredictable 
phenomenon. For the most part, the 
perpetrator is someone who is known 
to the child and who has ready access 
to the child. Opportunity to engage 
in sexual activity is essential and can 
usually be equated with privacy. The 
perpetrator and the child need to be 
alone with each other in a room, in a 
house or in some secluded place out 
of doors. Although these circum- 
stances of access and opportunity 
may be accidental on their first en- 
counter, the perpetrator can be ex- 
pected to watch for, or to create op- 
portunities for private interactions 
with the child thereafter. 

Relationship of Participants 

Who is the perpetrator likely 
to be? Almost always it is someone 
in the child's own family who has 
access and opportunity by residing in 
the home or family circle. If not a 
relative, the perpetrator may be some- 
one given access to the child by the 
parents or guardians-again someone 
within the child's daily sphere of 
activities. Where do we allow little 
children to be? And with whom? We 
let them be at a home or in the homes 
of relatives, friends and neighbors. 
We also let them go to school and 
permit then to engage in age-appro- 
priate group activities, i.e. boy/girls 
scouts, clubs and so forth. Children 
outside their homes are usually infer 
authority of adults who temporarily 
occupy caretaking or guardianship 
roles. Thus the dynamics of child 
sexual abuse most often involve a 
known adult who is in a legitimate 
power position over the child and 
whoexploits accepted social patterns 
of dominance and authority to en- 
gage the child in sexual activity. It is 




impossible to overemphasize the sig- 
nificance of the exploitation and mis- 
use of accepted power relationships 
when assessing the impact of sexual 
abuse on the child. 

Inducements 

How does the perpetrator en- 
gage the child? How does he or she 
get the child to participate I some 
type of sexual behaviour? Ususally 
in a low-key nonforcible fashion, 
probably by presenting the activity as 
a game or something that is "special" 
and fun. This always entails misrep- 
resentation of moral standards, either 
verbally or implicitly (Burgess and 
Holmstrom, 1975). The power and 
authority of adulthood conveys to the 
child that the proposed behaviour is 
acceptable and sanctioned. The per- 
petrator usually knows something 
about what children like and how to 
get children to fall in with some ac- 
tivity. Perhaps rewrads or bribes will 
be offered. Moreoften than not, the 
opportunity to engage in activity with 
a known favoured adult is sufficient 
incentive for the child to participate. 

The successful perpetrator 



will manage to be coercive in a subtle 
fashion. The more adept the perpe- 
trator, the less likelihood that threats 
will be used to induce compliance. 
Although physical force is rarely used 
to engage a child in the intrafamily 
situation, it is important neverthe- 
less, to assess the context of the over- 
all family dynamics in which the 
sexual abuse occurs. In many of 
these families, force or threat of use 
of force are the most common mode 
of interaction between family mem- 
bers. When sexual abuse of a child 
occurs within the context of the.vio- 
lent family, implied force or threat of 
use of forces if the child fails to 
comply may be an important aspect 
of the engagement process. 

Sexual Interaction Phase 

A list of sexually abusive 
behaviors has already been presented. 
The perpetrator exposed himself or 
herself, wholly or in part. The perpe- 
trator then persuaded the child to 
undress partially or completely and 
to expose his or her genitals. 

What comes next? On the 



Disclosure phases 



There are two different kinds 
of disclosure of child sexual abuse: 
accidental and purposeful. Each type 
of disclosure will be described. 
Accidental: In this type of disclo- 
sure, the secret was revealed acci- 
dentally because of external circum- 
stances. The key factor here is that 
none of the participants decided to 
tell the secret. Instead the secret was 
revealed in one of the following. 

Observation by a third party: Some- 
one else observes the participants and 
tells someone else. 

Betty walked into her parent's 
bedroom looking for her sister. As 
she entered, she saw her father fon- 
dling her sisters buttocks. Betty 
quickly ran and told her mother. 

Physical injury to the child: When 
this occurs it is usually not inten- 
tional. However, the signs of the 
injury then draw outside attention to 
the sexual behaviour. 

Five year old Carmen was 



taken to the hospital emergency room 
because her mother noticed vaginal 
bleeding. The examination revealed 
vaginal tearing due to trauma. When 
questioned, she said " My daddy did 
it;' 

Sexually transmitted disease in the 
pediatric age group: Sometimes 
sexual abuse is discovered because 
the child required a symptomatic in- 
fection. 

Pregnancy: Sometimes the child be- 
comes pregnant accidentally because 
the perpetrator did not take appropri- 
ate precautions or thought the girl 
was simply too young. 

Marilyn, age 12 years, was 
brought to the hospital for a stomach 
ache. On examination , she found out 
that she was eight weeks pregnant. 
Although she did not understand the 
connection between vaginal inter- 
course and pregnancy, Marilyn 
named her stepfather when she was 
asked whom she had vaginal inter- 



course with. 

Precocious sexual activity initiated 
by the child. This is the most often 
when young children display knowl- 
edge of sexual behaviour with peers 
or adults. 

Three year old Tommy's 
mother became alarmed when her 
son began to fondle her breasts and 
try to suckle her, although he had 
never been breast fed. He also crawled 
on top of her while she was lying on 
the couch and began posturing and 
mimicking mounting behaviour. In- 
vestigation revealed that Tommy's 
baby-sitter, an emotionally disturbed 
adolescent girl, had introduced him 
to this behaviour. 

Accidental disclosure of 
child's sexual abuse also means that 
none of the participants are prepared 
for the secret to be revealed. Since 
most of professional people are 
equally unprepared to cope with 
sexual abuse on an emergency basis, 
the accidental disclosure most often 
precipitates a crisis. 



first encounter, perhaps nothing. 
They may look at each other and 
stop there. After exposure, what 
comes next? The activity may 
progress to autostimulation or mas- 
turbation. The perpetrator mastur- 
bates himself or herself and encour- 
ages the child to imitate the behavour. 
They may masturbate themselves at 
the same time or at different times in 
each other's presence. They may 
still never touch each other. 

The activity may, however, 
progress to fondling. The perpetra- 
tor may fondle the child, touching 
him/her in a gentle stroking fashion. 
The fondling initially may involve 
the entire body but eventually fo- 
cuses on the body parts with erotic 
significance - breasts, buttocks, geni- 
tals, lower abdomen, inner thighs. 
The perpetrator may persuade the 
child to mimic this activity and fon- 
dle him/her. 

Fondling is often accompa- 
nied by kissing. This can be gener- 
alized or limited to kissing on the 
mouth. The perpetrator may intro- 
duce the child to so-called French 
kissing, exploration of the other per- 
son's mouth with the tongue. The 
activity may also progress to penetra- 
tion of the child's body in a variety of 
ways. Oral penetration occurs fre- 
quently since the a child's mouth is 
the opening most amenable to pen- 
etration. A male perpetrator will 
persuade the child to take his penis 
into the child's mouth. Often the 
child will be invited to lick or suck 
the penis. This activity is termed 
fellatio. Alternately, a male or fe- 
male perpetrator may fellate a male 
child taking the child's penis in to 
his/her mouth. 

If another area of the child's 
body is to be penetrated, the next 
most likely opening is the anal or 
rectal opening. Penetration of the 
anal or rectal opening usually begins 
with finger penetration. It may 
progress to penile penetration if die 
perpetrator is male. Or there may be 
anal or rectal penetration with an 
object. 

In vaginal penetration, the 
perpetrator usually penetrates the 
vulvo-vaginal opening with a finger 
tip to begin with. Over time , the 
opening in the hymeneal ring will 
enlarge until an adult finger can be 



inserted, eventually dilating to per- 
mit penile penetration. Penetration 
of the vulvo-vaginal region with the 
tongue or lips is called cunnilingus. 
Sometimes males will not attempt 
vulvo-vaginal penetration but instead, 
will rub his penis against the genito- 
rectal region of the female child. This 
behavour is called "dry intercourse". 
Any of these sexual bchavours may 
be accompanied by ejaculation, some- 
times into a body opening. 

Although no one should ex- 
pect a slavish adherence to this list of 
sexual behaviors in the exact order 
described, the engagement phase does 
encompass a progression of sexual 
activity. The progression of expo- 
sure to fondling to some form of 
penetration is very predictable. 

Secrecy Phase 

After engaging the child in 
some form of sexual behavour, the 
activity then enters the secrecy phase 
(Burgess and Holstrom, 1975). The 
primary task for the perpetrator after 
the sexual behavour has taken place 
is to impose secrecy. Why? Secrecy 
eliminates accountability-the perpe- 
trator is unlikely to wish to be caught 
and held responsible for the sexual 
abuse. Secrecy also enables repeti- 
tion of the behavour. The perpetra- 
tor, in all likelihood, is sexually abus- 
ing the child in order to meet non- 
sexual needs (Groth and 
Burges,1977). Desiring to feel im- 
portant, powerful, dominant, knowl- 
edge, admired, wanted - all of these 
needs are likely to be recurrent. If the 
perpetrator can satisfy those needs 
easily with a readily accessible child 
who is unlikely to be very demanding 
and without the necessity of address- 
ing die mutuality required by an adult 
relationship, he/she may be power- 
fully motivated to continue the 
behavour. Thus, secrecy is essential. 
The perpetrator must persuade or 
pressure die child to keep their activ- 
ity a secret over time. 

The child usually does keep 
the secret. Some children never tell 
anyone. Others keep the secret 
throughout their childhood and only 
disclose the sexual behavour many 
years later. Why? Rewards have 
probably been offered and given 



If you suspect child abuse: 

If you suspect child abuse, report it at once to a child care 
agency, the police, or a recognized medical child abuse unit. 
You are not liable to legal action, and your name will be kept 
confidential. When your report is revealed, there will be 
immediate consultation among the child care agency, the 
police, and the medical child abuse unit. All reports are 
investigated to ensure that the best action is taken. The 
findings of the investigation will be shared by the agencies 
and the professionals involved. The professionals are re- 
sponsible for the child's protection, although the child care 
agency has the legal responsibility under the child Welfare 
Act. 

When the agency hears about an alleged abuse, it must 
report the information to the provincial Director of Child 
Welfare. The case is regularly reviewed to check that it is 
being properly handled, care is being continued, and that 
child is safe. You will likely hear what actions has been t;iken 
in the case, since agencies are encouraged to inform people 
who report suspected child abuse on the action that has been 
taken.

Ontario/Rhone-Alpes Exchange Programme 1997-1998 

This year again, some 40 students from Ontario Universities will be selected for the Ontario/Rhdne-Alpes 
Exchange programme. They will spend their academic year in a university in the Rhones-Alpes region of eastern 
France. Under the terms of this programme, participants can arrange for credits obtain in France to be applied 
to their academic programme here at Laurentian. 

Students participating in this programme register and pay their regular fees at Laurentian. A bursary of $1200 is 
offered to all participants to assist with the costs of travel, health insurance, and student activity fees. There are 
no tuition fees in France. We are advised by the French Embassy that students should budget $900 per month to 
cover living costs. Students participating in this programme are eligible for OSAP,OGS, and SSHRC support.. 

Candidates must be Canadian citizens or landed immigrants. The programme is open to students in all disciplines 
who have at least a B average and are enrolled in an undergraduate (2nd year at least), or graduate programme; 
they must register for full-times studies at the university in France. Competence in French appropriate to the 
individual discipline is required. In Humanities and Social Sciences this would indicate atleast two years of French 
at the university level.

The idea that surfing the 
Internet alone in your own home while 
watching a monitor, as a social activ- 
ity, is one Tve never bought. At its 
best, the Internet is a cold collection 
of words with an email address at- 
tached, or a chat with someone who 
you will likely never meet, which 
may be a good thing. 

The advent of the Internet cafe 
does promise to add some 
socialization to your Internet experi- 
ence. Sudbury recently saw the open- 
ing of its first such cafe called 
Cafe.com. Located at 81 Larch St., 
the restaurant tries to bring together 
the relatively unexciting world of 
computers with normal restaurant ac- 
tivities. 

How successful are they? On the 
food side, the restaurant does quite 




well with the menu they chose. It's a 
reasonably priced collection of stand- 
ard restaurant offerings; things like 
sandwiches, soups, and specials of 
the day. While there are occasional 
hiccups in the service, mostly due to 
the fact that they are still in their first 
few months of operation, overall the 
restaurant does quite nicely. 
Cafe.com also offers several types of 
coffees and beverages, with plans to 
offer a selection of imported and do- 
mestic beers and wines in the future. 

The fifty-four seats are taken up by 
different types of customers through- 
out the day. Mornings and lunch 
often see professionals, the afternoon 
with teenagers and young adults out 
of school, and the evenings with a 
wide mix. Friday nights often see 
live music by mainly local artists. 

The idea was bom when the owner 
Mike Wnuk spotted an article about 
the first Internet cafe in the world, 
located in London, England. He 
learned that it had pulled in $5 mil- 
lion in fourteen months of operation. 
He and friend Chad Gagnon did some 
preliminary research, obtained a loan 



and opened the restaurant during the 
summer. To date the restaurant is 
doing well, with new people coming 
in all the time. So far, advertising has 
consisted of word of mouth, with 
plans to begin a professional cam- 
paign some time in the future. 

The Internet side of the cafe consists 
of six PC's with internet access pro- 
vided via an ISDN-128K line from 
Cyberbeach. Customers are also able 
to set up personal email accounts for 
a nominal cost per month. In addition 
to Internet access, the PCs can also be 
used to play games or run applica- 
tions. Networked gaming is also 
available. Use of the computers in- 
volves a nominal cost per hour. 

So does Cafe.com bring socialization 
into the Internet world? It's still hard 
to talk to someone if you are concen- 
trating on reading some flame war 
occuring in a news group, but the cafe 
does let you share the fun of explor- 
ing the Internet in a friendly atmos- 
phere. Food, coffee and the Internet 
are good partners and Cafe.com does

The movie event of the year is 
here and everyone should go to see it !
